In some districts here the soil is!

“byon.” Of course, there have been 
some improvements inthe general 
mining scheme, but it is in most part 
quite the same to-day as years ago, 
the washing in a general way consist- 
ing of placing the “‘byon” in a series 
of troughs. The running of the water 
gradually carries away the lighter stuff 
and the washed sand is taken out from 
time to time and rewashed in fine 
meshed baskets. 

During the wet season work in the 
“Twinlones” ceases and work in the 
“Hmyaw-Dwin” begins. The ‘“Hm- 
yaws” are not mines in the strict 
sense of the word, but are cuttings in 
the hillsides where a bed of “byon” 
is supposed to exist. The “‘byon” thus 


situated is of yellowish color, close 
and stiff, and may be cut into and 
tunnelled and often is the resting 
place of other minerals, such as sap- 
phires, tourmaline, graphite and mica. 

The third class of mines; the ‘‘Loo- 
Dwins,” are interesting and very pro- 
fitable to the miner, for almost all the 
mountain ranges have a base of lime- 
stone covered with red clay or vege- 
table soil and, in the outcrops of the 
limestone the entrance to the caves 
are easily found. The ramifications of 
these caves seem endless, sometimes 
extending for -miles, often very nar- 
row and- occasionally. opening -into

crawling along the passageway, but he | 
is well rewarded, for the “‘byon”’ is of 
sandy nature, and while the stones are 
fewer they are of better quality and | 
larger.

FOR RUINED MERCHANTS. 
Fhe Romantic Story of a Greenwiet. 


Institution. 


Gratitude, as well as benevolence, 
has played an important part in the 


founding of our many charitable in- | 


stitutions, In the history of homes 
for the poor and distressed are to be 
found a number of splendid examples 


of men-and women who, actuated by | 
their gratitude for some good fortune | 


which has befallen them, decided to 
share their wealth in perpetuity with 
their less fortunate brotherseand sis- 


ters by founding a home for their , 


benefit. 

In the annals of charity, however, 
it is doubtful if there is a more ro- 
mantic story than that concerning the 
foundation of Morden’s College near 
Greeawich, which has lately been 
advertising for ‘‘gentlemen”’ in reduc. 
ed circumstances desirous of becoming 
inmates of the college home. The lat- 
ter has accommodation for forty-one 


, inmates, who must be men of good' 
character, either widowers or unmar-' 


ried, and not under sixty years of 
age, who shall have been either mer- 
chants or manufacturers or have been 
engaged as principals ia some whole- 
sale trade or business for not less 


, than ten*years, and who, from mis- 


fortune or accident, have become re- 
duced in circumstances. 


Morden’s College was established by 
| Sir John Morden, Bart., who died in 


1708, and who founded the college 
eight years before his death. He him- 
self was a merchant who, through 
singular circumstances, thought him- 
self a ruined man. 


Sir John, after living for a number . 


of years in Turkey, amassed a con- 


siderable fortune, and, deciding to re- 
turn to London, placed the whole of 
his merchandise on three ships; 


but, like the missing vessels of An- 
tonio in ‘The Merchant of Venice,” 
they did not turn up, and after a 
time were given up for lost. The-con- 


"sequence was that the once wealthy 


merchant was reduced to great pov- 
erty, and it was only by acting as 
agent for certain tradesmen that he 
was able to earn a livelihood. 

For ten years Sir John thus strug- 
gled on, and then, to his great amaze- 
ment, one day came the news that 
his long-lost ships had arrived in port. 
In the joy of the moment he vowed 
to build an asylum for decayed mer- 
chants. 

He purchased from the crown the 
manor of Old Court, Greenwich, and 
on what was known as the Great 
Stone Field he erected a college from 
designs by Sir Christopher Wren.! 
The original college consisted of a 
chapel in the centre and apartments 
for twelve residents, who dined to- 
gether in a common room. Since 
those days, however, it has been con-' 
siderably altered, and. as already men- 
tioned, there is now accommodation 
for forty-one inmates, who’ not only, 


| are provided with separate sets of 


apartments, with furniture, if requir- 
ed, to the value of $125, together with’ 
attendance, coals, wood, and light,’ 
but have an allowance of $500 annual- 
ly, with an extra $25 for personal 
laundry. 


Lured Te Death. 


A Scotch naturalist in Edinburgh ' 


has recently given to the world some 


| interesting facts which go to show how 


animals as well as human beings re- 
spond to the lure of the sea, and how 
they will travel sometimes for hun- 


' dreds of miles to answer its call and 


then push on into its waters to their 
own destruction. 

The most curious example of this 
tendency. is found in the seaward 
migrations of the small brown volelike 
lemmings. “hese animals will at cer- 


| tain times leave the highlands of 


Scandinavia and march in vast hordes 
toward the lowlands, moving only by 
night and following the general trend 
of the valleys. They hold tenaciously, 
to the general direction in which they 
set out and are diverted neither by 
streams nor by moderately sized lakes.

FARM POULTRY HOUSE. 


Convenient, Sunny Location and Good 
Drainage Are Essential Points, 
Good growth of poultry and beary 
egg production depend to a large ex- 
tent upon the proper housing of the 
stock. A bulletin issued by the Iowa 
agricultural experiment station sets 
forth the essentials of a good honse 

in brief form. 

The first consideration in building a 
poultry house is its location, It is of 
greatest importance to select a. site 
having well drained sojl. It is next im- 
portant to have a convenient location. 
The poultry house may be nearer the 
residence than thelive stock barns, and

management of the flock on the aver- 
age farm it should be so located. It is 
undesirable to build the poultry house 
mear granaries, cribs or barns which 
may furnish a harbor for rats and oth- 
er vermin which prey on poultry. A 
sunny location well sheltered from the 
north winds is highly desirable when- 
ever it {s possible to obtain it without 
sacrificing gg0od ground drainage. 

The A-shaped movable colony home 
illustrated is cheap and light and has 
been thoroughly tried’ out and found 
to be very satisfactory for raising 
chicks in flocks of 200 to 300. It will. 
winter from ‘fifteen to twenty hens. 
The house is 8 by 10 feet and because of 
its lightness and substantial construc- 
tion, it can be readily moved from place 
to place on the skids which furnish the 
foundation for the house. It is warm 
and convenient, and the fowls are well 
protected from drafts.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district.. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties —Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him ox his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—Must reside upon the hotme- 
atead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homesterd patent) and cultivate 
fifty acreg extra. 


A homesteader who has exhausted hie 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
por acre. ~Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty’ acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00.
